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Prepare for Stock Survey 


The annual survey of stocks of canned corn, peas and toma- 
toes in warehouses of canners and distributors will be made in 
January. Schedules will be mailed out by the Census Bureau 
the first week in January. Canners will be asked to report on 
stocks held in their canneries or warehouses (including stocks 
held for future delivery) and stocks that have been shipped to 
dealers on a consignment basis. They will be asked to report 
stocks in the different sizes of containers, including Nos. 1, 2, 
214, 3, 5, and 10, and special sizes including glass jars. 

Prompt return of the schedules will lessen the Census Bu- 
reau's task of compiling the figures and will expedite their pub- 
lication. Canners are urged to give their fullest cooperation. 


Record-Breaking Imports of Tomato Products Continue

Dominican Republic Labeling Requirements 


The Department of Sanitation and Health of the Dominican 
Republic has revoked in its entirety the ministerial order reviv- 
ing article 19 of sanitary regulations No. 32, according to a re- 
port from the American consul at Santo Domingo. This regu- 
lation required that all perishable foodstuffs must show on the 
label the date they were packed and the maximum time within 
which they may be consumed. It is possible that a further or- 
der may be issued at a later time, requiring the date of packing 
on the labels of perishable foodstuffs. 


Decision in Canned Milk Rate Case 
Rates on canned condensed and evaporated milk in car- 
loads from Nampa, Idaho, to destinations in Montana, have been 
found not unreasonable or otherwise unlawful, and the Commis- 
sion has accordingly dismissed the complaint against these rates.

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Pack of Canned Fish in Vigo District 


The canning industry in the Vigo (Spain) district was bene- 
fitted this year by the fact that large catches of fish were not 
taken until late in the summer, for the quality of this late-caught 
fish is much better for canning purposes than the fish taken 
earlier in the season. According to the American consul, canners 
state that the quality of their pack is better this year than in 
several seasons past. The smaller size of the sardines taken 
and canned is also somewhat of an advantage in many of the 
export markets which prefer small fish. 

The pack this year will total, according to estimates made 
in the trade, about 500,000 cases. There was comparatively little 
carry-over of stocks from the past season. 


Federal Prisons Asked Canned Food Bids 
The Superintendent of Prisons, Department of Justice, is 
asking for bids on 58,440 pounds of canned foods for delivery at 
the penitentaries at Leavenworth, Kans., and Atlanta, Ga. The 
_ bids will be opened at 11.00 a. m. on January 14, 1930. The 


canned foods desired are tomatoes, corn, peas, string beans, spin- 
ach, catsup, jelly substitute, hominy, beets, pie peaches, rhubarb, 
apples, pumpkin, and blackberries. Schedules on which to sub- 
mit bids may be obtained from the Superintendent of Prisons, 
Department of Justice, Washington, D. C. 


Culture for Inoculating Legumes Tested 


Wide differences found in commercial legume inoculants 
sold to New York farmers as revealed by tests made at the New 
York State Experiment Station at Geneva, have led the Station 
authorities to express the opinion that the State should exercise 
the same sort of supervision over the sale of these materials as 
it does over seeds and fertilizers in order to protect New York 
farmers from worthless cultures and to insure a full return on 
money into legume inoculants. A summary of the Station tests 
has been published by the Station and may be had free of charge 
upon request. 

“Summing up the brief examination of commercial cultures 
recently made, it can be definitely stated that nine of the agar 
preparations were evidently worthless, the other thirteen ap- 
parently satisfactory,” the bulletin states. “Uniformly satisfac- 
tory cultures were not obtained from any one manufacturer. 
Less definite information has been obtained from the soil prepa- 
rations examined, but three or four were apparently satisfac- 


a 
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tory, while the remaining five or six contained so many foreign 
bacteria that their real value could not be judged by a labora- 
tory test alone.” 


Pamphlet Mailed to Members 


With this issue of the Information Letter is mailed a pam- 
phlet reprinting the article by Miss Anne Pierce “Should Chil- 
dren Eat Canned Foods,” which appeared in the Parents’ Maga- 
zine for November. 


When the article appeared, inquiries were received both by 
the Association and by the Parents’ Magazine as to whether 
reprints would be available, and the magazine decided to issue 
it in pamphlet form. The cost of the pamphlet to canners who 
may wish to use it for publicity purposes will depend upon the 
number of copies ordered. Orders may be placed direct with the 
magazine at its New York address, or the Association will be 
glad to receive orders from canners and consolidate these in a 
single order to the magazine. 


Increased Funds for Research Approved by House 


The Agriculture appropriation bill as passed by the House 
made an increase of approximately $1,500,000 in the appropria- 
tions for research work in the Department.

European Corn Borer Regulations Revised 


Under a revision of the European corn borer quarantine 
regulations just announced by the Secretary of Agriculture, ef- 
fective December 16, 1929, the area under regulation has been 
enlarged by adding 38 townships in Connecticut, 30 townships 
in Massachusetts, 111 townships in Maine, 39 townships in New 
Hampshire, 102 townships in Vermont, 7 townships in Pennsyl- 
vania, 195 townships in Ohio, 23 townships in West Virginia 
and 110 townships in Indiana, a total of 655 townships, of which 
209 are in the two-generation area and 446 in the one-genera- 
tion area. In addition, 7 townships in New Hampshire which 
were formerly in the one-generation area, have been transferred 
to the two-generation area. No change is made in the areas un- 
der regulation in the State of New Jersey; and the whole of 
Michigan, New York, and Rhode Island still remain within the 
regulated areas.
